We highly advise *against* installing 6.61 as it has certain plugin 
incompatibilities, and is less stable than 6.60 firmware.

3. Connect the PSP Console to the PC using the USB data cable or insert 
your micro SD card if using a memory stick pro duo/micro SD card Adaptor.

To install Infinity 2, you must be either on firmware 6.60 or 6.61

uninstall it first, by downgrading the 6.61 software using: 


1. Extract the Infinity 2.0.3 Zip File compatible with your PSP model in lint 


2. The extracted folder will contain 1 folder: 


UPDATE - Needed to make 6.60 PRO C permanent on all PSP Models. 


3. Connect the PSP console to the PC using the USB data cable or insert your 
micro SD card if using a memory stick pro dua/micra SD card adaptor, and 
copy this folder to: 


4. Once the transfer is completed safely unplug your PSP from the PC, 
and use it to navigate to the: GAME/Memory Stick/Infinity 2.0.3 


5. You may now proceed with installing Infinity 2.0.3. following all prompts 
until the installation has completed. The PSP will then reboot with 6.60 
Infinity now running. 


6. Confirm it by checking System Settings/System Information. 
1t should now display 6.60% as your current System Software. 


7. You may now proceed with installing PROUPDATE, following all prompts until 
the installation has completed.
